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EDITORIAL 


Elsewhere  in  this  publication  will  be  found 
the  details  of  the  lease  to  the  Louisiana 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  of  a 
huge  tract  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  East  Car- 
roll, Franklin,  Madison  and  Tensas  by  the  Chi- 
cago Mills  and  Lumber  Company  for  the  purposes 
of  establishing,  maintaining,  and  operating  a  state 
game  management  area  for  wild  birds  and  quad- 
rupeds. The  lease,  a  ten  year  one,  and  contracted 
without  cost  to  the  state,  and  without  monetary 
benefit  to  the  landowner,  carries  a  fine  practical 
and  moral  example  which  could  be  followed  by 
other  great  landowners  in  Louisiana  because  it 
not  only  will  give  our  wildlife  a  lease  on  its  exist- 
ence, but  it  will  also  afford  extensive  recreation- 
al facilities  for  the  youth  and  sportsmen  of  our 
state.  It  is  the  culmination  of  the  desire  of  both 
the  Chicago  Mills  and  Lumber  Company  and  the 
Louisiana  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  to 
provide  benefits  for  the  wildlife  and  the  public 
of  the  state. 

Patrol  and  protection  of  wildlife  on  the  area 
will  be  carried  out  by  several  employees  of  the 
commission  and  cooperation  in  this  effort  will  be 
extended  by  company  personnel.  Our  biologists 
will  explore  the  territory  and  make  recommenda- 
tions as  to  the  development  of  the  land  by  plant- 
ing game  food  and  cover  in  order  to  improve  and 
encourage  deer,  turkey  and  other  game.  The  com- 
mission is  empowered  to  scientifically  arrange 
for  the  removal  of  excess  wildlife  populations 
through  controlled  hunting  or  trapping.  Such 
practices  are  recognized  worldwide  as  sound  game 
management. 

As  we  all  know,  two  of  the  greatest  hazards 
to  wildlife  and  timber  are  forest  fires.  Patrol 
of  these  lands   will  make  for  added   protection 


and  when  there  are  certain  arid  periods  and  dan- 
ger of  forest  fires  the  area  will  be  closed  even 
when  hunts  have  been  scheduled,  and  the  area 
will  be  opened  immediately,  when  the  danger  has 


What  this  will  mean  to  our  people  of  all  ages 
and  levels  is  inestimable.  If  we  are  to  steer  the 
youth  of  our  commonwealth  into  the  ways  of 
clean,  healthful  living  we  must  seek  the  aid  of 
our  landowners  so  that  we  may  prepare  such 
wonderlands  of  nature  where  they  may  develop 
stamina  and  character  and  as  St.  Paul  tells  us, 
"Avoid  even  the  appearances  of  evil." 

Justice  William  G.  Long,  twenty  years  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court,  Seattle,  Washington,  said 
sometime  ago: 

"Paved  streets  and  alleys  are  not  very  whole- 
some places  in  which  youngsters  can  give  vent 
to  their  abundant  energies  and  their  hunger  for 
adventure.  Many  of  them  turn  to  stealing  cars 
and  burglary  for  their  outlets.  It  has  also  been 
my  observation  that  these  same  kids  respond 
naturally  when  you  afford  them  an  opportunity 
for  a  hike  to  enjoy  the  outdoors,  or  to  fish  or 
hunt.  I  cannot  recall,  in  twenty  years,  a  serious 
case  of  juvenile  misconduct  involving  a  youngster 
whose  hobby  and  recreational  outlets  were  hunt- 
ing or  fishing." 

Now  we  have  more  reasons  than  one  for  quot- 
ing the  venerable  judge  because  it  is  our  way  of 
congratulating,  and  above  all,  thanking  a  great 
American  corporation,  the  Chicago  Mills  and 
Lumber  Company,  for  participating  in  our  far- 
sighted  plans  for  establishing  game  management 
areas  for  hunting,  fishing  and  other  outdoor 
recreation.  +

PROCEEDINGS 

THE  COURT:  United  States  of  America  ver- 
sus Ashford  Gordon  Alford,  Number  27,018 
Criminal. 

MR.  PONDER :  If  the  Court  please,  we  would 
like  to  withdraw  our  plea  of  not  guilty  in  this 
case  and  enter  a  plea  of  guilty  to  threatening 
the  game  agent,  and  ask  that  your  Honor  take 
into  consideration  the  physical  condition  of  Mr. 


Alford,  and  the  fact  that  this  alleged  offense 
happened  on  his  land,  which  is  posted,  and  we 
ask  for  the  mercy  of  the  Court  in  this  matter. 

THE  COURT:  All  right,  sir. 

Let  the  Jury  be  excused  with  the  thanks  of 
the  Court,  subject  to  call. 

Mr.  Weller,  will  you  put  your  witness  on  the 
stand  who  participated  in  this  offense. 

MR.    WELLER:    We   would   like   to   call   Mr. 
Williams.

THE  COURT:  Let  the  defendant  stand,

"I  think  you  will  agree  that  it  is  necessary  that  these  agents  come 
upon  people's  land  and  see  that  the  laws  are  not  being  violated." 


I  understand  your  problem.  You  own  property 
and  you  feel  that  you  have  a  right  to  keep  people 
off  that  property.  Generally  speaking,  that  is 
right.  You  do  have  a  right  to  keep  people  off 
the  property,  except  enforcement  officers  who 
are  pursuing  their  duties  as  enforcement  officers. 
You  can  understand  that  agents  who  are  trying 
to  apprehend  violators  of  Migratory  Bird  Laws 
cannot  approach  possible  violators  by  advising 
these  violators  in  advance  that  they  are  coming, 
and  thereby  giving  these  violators  an  opportunity 
to  do  away  with  the  evidence  of  any  violation 
which  may  have  taken  place.  Apparently  you  en- 
force the  law  on  your  own  premises  yourself, 
according  to  what  I  just  heard.  At  least  there 
weren't  any  violations  there  that  day.  Neverthe- 
less, the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  Gov- 
ernment have  a  right  to  check  your  land  as  well 
as  anyone's  land  to  see  whether  or  not  any  vio- 
lation is  going  on.  I  think  they  have  an  obligation, 
the  Federal  Agents  and  the  State  Agents  have 
an  obligation  to  check  the  land  with  as  little 
inconvenience  to  you  as  possible.  They  have  an 
obligation  to  see  that  none  of  your  property  is 
damaged  in  any  way  by  their  coming  upon  your 
land  to  check  it. 

I  realize  that  one  of  your  problems,  and  one 
of  the  problems  with  all  people  who  have  fenced 
land,  is  the  repairing  of  the  fences.  When  people 
climb  over  the  fences  rather  than  go  through  the 
gate,  they  sometimes  hurt  the  fences.  I  don't 
think  the  agents  would  deliberately  hurt  your 
fences.  But  if  you  find  any  agent  hurting  the 
fence,  you  go  see  the  agent  or  go  see  the  proper 
Government  official  and  your  fence  will  be  re- 
paired. That,  I  will  assure  you. 

You  cannot  require  agents  of  the  Government 
or  the  state  to  go  through  any  procedure  for  get- 
ting on  your  land,  because  then  you  would  des- 
troy their  function.  If  every  landowner  required 
that  of  an  agent,  we  may  as  well  stop  enforcing 
the  game  laws  in  this  country  and  in  the  state. 
That  is  the  problem  we  are  faced  with,  and  I 
think  that  if  you'll  reflect  on  it,  I  think  you  will 
agree  that  it  is  necessary  that  these  agents  come 
upon  people's  land  and  see  that  the  laws  are  not 
being  violated. 

I  would  suggest  also  that  you  and  your  em- 
ployees be  very  careful  about  whom  you  shoot 
on  your  property,  because  if  you  shoot  a  Federal 
Agent  you  are  going  to  be  in  trouble.  I'll  guar- 
antee you  that.  My  suggestion  to  you  is  that 
rather  than  being  against  them,  you  cooperate 


with  the  agents,  both  State  and  Federal,  and  if 
you  do  cooperate  with  them  I  think  that  you  will 
live  a  little  happier. 

The  Court  is  going  to  sentence  you  to  six 
months,  and  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence, 
and  place  you  on  probation  for  five  years.  The 
probation  officer  will  make  the  arrangements  so 
that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  you  to  report  to 
the  probation  officer  except  by  written  report.  I 
will  see  to  that.  And  depending  upon  how  the  pro- 
bation goes,  and  your  cooperation  with  the  pro- 
bation officer,  the  period  of  probation  may  be 
reduced.  My  suggestion  to  you  is  that  you  not  be 
angry  with  the  probation  officer  either  even  be- 
fore you  know  who  he  is  or  what  his  require- 
ments are  going  to  be,  because  if  you  don't  react 
favorably  to  probation,  then  this  Court  will  have 
no  alternative  but  to  require  that  the  six  months 
sentence  be  served. 

In  other  words,  all  we  want  to  do  is  to  get 
the  compliance  with  the  law.  We  want  your  as- 
sistance, if  we  can  get  it,  in  connection  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  law.  I  think  you  are  in  a 
position  to  help.  And  if  you  will  take  the  right 
attitude  and  help,  I  think  that  you  will  be  happier 
about  this  whole  thing. 

So,  if  you  have  any  particular  problems  that 
you  think  presents  an  unfair  result,  as  far  as 
you  are  concerned,  I  will  be  very  happy  to  dis- 
cuss these  problems  with  your  lawyer  and  possibly 
meet  those  problems,  if  I  think  they  should  be 
met.  But  I  do  believe  that  you  will  be  a  much 
happier  man  if  you  will  understand  that  these 
agents,  both  State  and  Federal,  are  trying  to  do 
a  job.  And  I  have  found  them  to  be  pretty  decent 
people,  just  like  you  and  I.  They  don't  grow  horns 
just  because  they  are  enforcement  people.  Some- 
body has  to  do  such  jobs,  and  if  you  will  approach 
the  thing  from  that  aspect  and  try  to  assist  them, 
I  think  that  they  will  be  very  grateful  to  you 
for  it. 

So  all  I  can  do  is  to  tell  you  thai  I  hope  you 
take  the  right  attitude  and  work  this  out.  because 
if  you  don't  take  the  right  attitude,  there  is  only 
the  alternative  which    1   have  already   indicated. 

MR.  PONDFR:  Thank  you  for  your  remarks 
and  your  consideration.  I  know  Mr.  Alferd,  and 
I  am  sure  he  is  going  to  cooperate. 

THE  COURT:  I  think.  .Mr.  Ponder,  that  you 
can  help  him  very  much.

\^/  ebster  defines  "cooperation"  as  "collec- 
tive action"  and  the  collective  action  of 
International  Paper  and  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life 
and  Fisheries  Commission  was  brought  into 
focus  April  30  when  2,000  persons  caught  15,000 
fish  from  the  company's  2200-acre  freshwater 
reservoir  at  Bastrop.  Bussey  Brake  is  the  name. 
Stocked  by  the  commission  with  more  than 
two  and  one-half  million  "small  fry" — 2,200,000 
bluegill,  88,000  white  perch,  220,000  largemouth 
bass  and  50,000  channel  catfish — the  new,  arti- 
ficial lake  has  meant  limit  catches  for  almost 
everyone. 

Begun  in  1957  and  completed  in  1958  at  a  cost 
of  more  than  a  million  dollars,  the  reservoir  is 
contained  by  a  seven  and  one-half  mile  ring 
levee.  It  was  constructed  by  I-P  as  a  standby  sup- 


ply of  fresh  water  for  the  company's  two  paper 
mills  in  Bastrop. 

Fisheries  Biologist  Jim  T.  Davis  and  his  crew- 
men from  the  Monroe  district  office  of  the  com- 
mission released  the  bluegill  and  white  perch 
January  27,  1959 ;  largemouth  bass  in  May  1959, 
and  the  catfish  in  August  and  September  1959. 
Most  of  the  fish  were  raised  in  the  Monroe 
hatchery;  however,  some  of  the  bass  fingerlings, 
three  to  four  inches  in  length  and  three  to  four 
months  of  age,  were  brought  from  Beechwood. 

The  cooperative  agreement  between  Interna- 
tional and  the  Commission  stipulated  that  the 
reservoir  would  be  open  to  public  fishing;  that 
it  be  managed  by  the  commission  as  far  as  fish 
life  is  concerned;  that  a  creel  census  be  evi- 
denced, and  that  fish  management  studies  be 
continued.

Bussey  Brake  averages  11  feet  in  depth  and 
is  contained  by  an  earthen  levee  approximately 
14  feet  high  and  18  feet  wide  at  the  top.  The 
water  level  will  vary  according  to  the  demands 
of  the  paper  mills,  but,  according  to  I-P's  wild- 
life coordinator,  Raymond  D.  Moody,  this  vari- 
ance is  beneficial  to  fish  life  in  that  it  provides 
organic  fertilizer.  This,  in  turn,  encourages  the 
growth  of  fish  food. 

A  buffer  of  trees  in  a  strip  300  feet  wide  has 
been  left  standing  around  the  inside  edge  of  the 
lake,  about  150  feet  from  the  levee.  This  pro- 
vides protective  cover  for  small  fish,  and  serves 
as  a  windbreak  for  the  levee.  Two  additional 
strips  of  trees  were  left  standing  across  the  lake 
for  the  same  reasons.  Elsewhere  in  the  reservoir, 
all  trees  above  six  inches  in  diameter  were  cut 
and  removed. 

The  new  lake  was  filled,  for  the  most  part, 
with  water  pumped  from  Bayou  Bartholomew, 
during  winter  months  when  the  bayou  was 
flooded.    The   bayou,    spring-fed,    has   its   origin 
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near  Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  meanders  through  More- 
house Parish  and  empties  into  the  Ouachita 
River  about  10  miles  from  Bastrop. 

Jim  Davis,  upon  stocking  Bussey  Brake,  volun- 
teered the  information  that  he  expected  a  sur- 
vival rate  of  85  per  cent  and  that  the  bass  would 
grow  in  a  year's  time  to  a  length  of  10  to  12 
inches.  His  calculated  estimate,  in  both  instances, 
proved  more  than  true. 

"The  bass  have  experienced  a  phenomenal 
growth  and  we  expect,  henceforward,  an  ex- 
tremely rapid  growth.  Bluegill  bream  are  about 
average  for  a  new  lake,  but  are  heavier,  at  a 
half-pound,  than  we  anticipated,"  he  said.

Bass  are  being  caught  daily  averaging  from 
one  pound  to  three  pounds  seven  ounces,  many 
of  them  in  the  two  and  one-half  pound  category. 

Two  population  samples  were  made  with  rote- 
none  on  Bussey  in  October  1959,  net  samples  in 
January  and  February  1960  and  reproduction 
samples  in  late  May  and  June  of  this  year. 

In  taking  the  trammel  net  samples,  crewmen 
noted  a  26-pound  bowfin  which  might  be  a  new 
state  record,  if  records  were  kept  on  rough 
fish  .  .  .  and  the  story  goes  that  a  youngster, 
using  a  bream  hook  and  a  cricket,  landed  an 
eight  and  three-quarter  pound  largemouth  bass 
May  1. 

April  30  was  near  a  "red-letter"  day  in  Bas- 
trop. More  than  2,000  persons  from  a  five-state 
area  were  on  hand  for  the  noon  opening  of  the 
fabulous  fishing  area.  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
crewmen  were  able  to  check  446  persons  (fishing 
from  boats)  who  had  4,400  fish — bass  and  bream 
— in  their  possession.  The  crowds  increased  daily 
for  the  next  three  days  until  outboard   motors 


were  banned  May  4  because  of  extensive  levee 
damage.  Electric  motors  only  may  now  be  used 
in  the  reservoir  and  fishermen  continue  to  gain 
maximum  benefits  from  the  body  of  water. 

These  simple  rules  were  designed  for  the  safe- 
ty and  convenience  of  Bussey  Brake  fishermen: 

1.  All  boats  must  be  unloaded  and  put  in  and 
out  of  the  reservoir  at  designated  areas  only. 

2.  When  it  is  necessary  to  cross  a  fence,  please 
use  the  stiles  provided. 

3.  Only  legal,  sport  fishing  gear  is  permitted. 

4.  To  protect  the  levee,  water  skiing  and  the 
operation  of  boats  at  high  speeds  are  not  per- 
mitted, and  vehicles  are  allowed  only  at  the  boat 
launching  ramp  and  the  parking  lot. 

5.  Firearms  and  explosives  are  not  allowed. 

6.  Electric  motors  only  may  be  used  in  reser- 
voir. 

7.  Swimming  is  not  permitted. 

8.  Obey  all  Louisiana  fishing  laws. 

All  fishermen  are  requested  to  register  with 
the  dock  attendant  the  number  and  type  of  fish 
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The  parking  lot  filled  quickly  on  opening  day.  This 
photo  was  taken  only  a  half-hour  after  opening  time.

Half-pound  bluegill  bream  are  one  of  the  main  tar- 
gets for  sportsmen  fishing  from  boats  and  the  levee. 
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caught  on  each  trip.  This  will  enable  the  Lou- 
isiana Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  to 
keep  a  current  creel  census  and  record  of  the 
species  and  number  of  fish  taken  from  the  reser- 
voir. If  the  dock  attendant  is  not  on  duty,  a 
form  will  be  available  at  the  ramp.  This  may  be 
completed  and  deposited  in  the  box  provided. 

What's  the  esthetic  value?  What's  the  eco- 
nomic value?  Well,  the  former  can't  be  figured, 
but  one  sporting  goods  store  (and  there  are  a 
dozen  more  in  Bastrop)  reports  during  the  first 
week  of  fishing  at  Bussey  the  sale  of  24,000 
shiners,  38,000  crickets,  500  boxes  of  redworms 
and  more  than  three  thousand  artificial  lures. 
Figuring  shiners  at  two  cents  each,  crickets  at 
one  and  a  quarter  cents,  worms  at  50  cents  a 
box  and  lures  at  a  buck  each,  that's  quite  a  little 
revenue  for  a  lake  to  generate.  Drawing  from  a 
five-state  area,  business  has  increased  not  only 
for  the  sporting  goods  stores,  but  for  hotels,  mo- 
tels, restaurants,  service  stations,  etc. 

One  of  the  finest  compliments  paid  Bussey 
Brake  was  volunteered  by  a  wildlife  crewman 
making  a  net  sample.  Upon  being  asked  "how 
good  is  this  lake?"   (before  it  opened),  he  said: 

"I  have  sampled  every  lake  in  North  Louisi- 
ana and  you  have  the  greatest  population  of  fish 
we've  seen.  When  it  is  opened,  I  plan  to  take  a 
two  weeks'  vacation  and  fish  it  every  day." 

Ironically,  you  may  see  him  at  the  boat  dock 
just  any  day,  taking  a  creel  census.  He  hasn't 
had  time  to  vacation  as  yet. 

"It  is  to  be  realized  that  this  reservoir  is  only 
two  years  old.  For  this  reason,  we  sincerely  ask 
for  the  cooperation  of  fishermen  and  guests.  We 
are  especially  pleased  to  note  than  no  accidents 
of  any  sort  have  been  reported.  For  the  sake  of 
safety,  please  do  not  overload  boats  and  do  make 
use  of  life  preservers,  especially  when  children 
are  in  the  craft,"  requested  J.  E.  Pate,  man- 
ager of  I-P's  Louisiana  mill  in  Bastrop.  + 


Leave    Wildlife    In    The    Wild! 


THE  LOUISIANA  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  com- 
mission will  no  longer  issue  permits  allow- 
ing persons  to  keep  wildlife  in  captivity. 

Recently  there  have  been  a  number  of  persons 
applying  for  such  permits,  especially  for  fawn 
deer  found  in  the  wild. 

Permits  now  in  effect  will  continue  to  be  hon- 
ored by  the  commission.  Wildlife  found  in  pos- 
session of  those  without  permits  will  be  picked 
up  by  game  agents  and  turned  loose  on  one  of 
the  state's  13  game  management  areas. 

John  D.  Newsom,  chief  of  the  commission's 
fish  and  game  division,  said  many  people  pick 
up  fawn  deer  thinking  it  abandoned  by  the  moth- 
er doe.  But,  he  added,  instead  of  being  abandoned. 
the  fawn  was  left  in  cover  by  the  doe  while  she 
searched  for  food.  He  pointed  out  that  the  moth- 
er deer  never  deserts  its  young.

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Prize  Package 
of  Game  Land 
Leased  by  State 


More  than  115,000  acres  of  prize  game  man- 
agement lands  situated  in  the  parishes  of  East 
Carroll,  Franklin,  Madison  and  Tensas  parishes 
have  been  leased  to  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Commission  for  10  years.  The  lease  is 
with  the  Chicago  Mill  and  Lumber  Company. 

The  lease  gives  the  commission  the  right  to 
establish,  maintain  and  operate  a  State  Game 
Management  Area  for  wild  birds  and  wild 
quadrupeds  and  the  commission  will  appoint  two 
or  more  game  agents  to  be  stationed  on  the 
property  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for 
which  the  property  was  leased. 

According  to  John  D.  Newsom,  Chief  of  the 
commission's  Fish  and  Game  division,  there  are

plenty  of  deer  and  squirrel  on  the  land  and  the 
prospects  for  further  development  of  the  land 
are  excellent. 

Controlled  hunts,  open  to  the  public,  will  be 
held  during  the  1960  hunting  season.  Addition- 
ally, the  turkey  population  is  probably  as  high 
as  anywhere  in  the  state.  This  will  also  offer 
hunting  opportunities  to  the  general  public. 

"During  the  term  of  the  lease  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person,  except  during  specified 
hunts,  to  take  any  wild  bird  or  wild  quadruped 
on  such  ground  so  dedicated,  or  the  nest  egg  or 
young  thereof,  or  to  have  in  possession,  or  to 
keep,  while  on  said  lands,  any  firearms,  traps, 
snares,  or  other  devices  which  are  capable  of 
being  used  in  the  taking  or  disturbance  of  such 
birds  and  quadrupeds  on  such  lands,"  the  lease 
reads. 

During  the  time  of  tenure  the  commission 
will  adequately  mark  the  boundaries  of  the  areas 
and  place  entrance  markers  at  roads  and  other 
entrances,  for  the  information  of  the  public, 
Newsom  said. 

The  commission's  game  biologists  will  explore 
the  area  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
planting  of  game  food  and  cover  plants  to  en- 
courage deer,  turkey  and  other  wild  life,  prima- 
rily turkeys,  and  will  manage  the  removal  of  all 
game  through  sound  management  practices  in- 
cluding hunting  or  trapping,  he  said.  * 
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THE  NEW  BOATING  LAW 


The  1960  Louisiana  Legislature  enacted  an  Act  affecting  all  motorboats 
of  over  ten  horsepower.  The  new  State  Motorboat  Registration  law  is  de- 
signed for  the  public's  protection  in  these  days  of  booming  water  traffic.  A 
summary  of   major   provisions  appears  below,  and  the  complete  Act  follows. 


Registration 


The  new  state  motorboat  registration  act  re- 
quires the  registration  of  all  motorboats  exceed- 
ing 10  horsepower. 

The  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Com- 
mission is  now  distributing  motorboat  license 
application  forms  to  sheriff's  offices,  boat  deal- 
ers and  other  locations  in  order  to  speed  up  the 
program   of  boat  registration  in  the   state. 

After  obtaining  an  application  the  boat  owner 
should  send  the  form  to  the  Wild  Life  commission 
in  New  Orleans,  where  it  will  be  processed  and 
a  boat  number  will  be  assigned.  A  five-dollar 
fee,  by  check  or  money  order,  must  accompany 
the  application.  This  covers  registration  of  the 
motorboat  for  the  first  three  years.  Thereafter 
the  license  fee  will  drop  down  to  three  dollars 
for  three  years. 

If  a  certificate  of  number  is  lost  or  destroyed, 
the  owner  is  required  to  notify  the  commission 
within  15  days,  describing  the  loss  or  destruction. 

Owners  will  be  furnished  a  pocket  size  cer- 
tificate of  number  which  must  be  available  at 
all  times  for  inspection  whenever  the  motorboat 
is  in  operation. 

Applications  should  be  mailed  to  Louisiana 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission,  400  Royal 
Street,   New  Orleans. 


Identification 

Upon  receiving  the  boat's  identification  num- 
ber following  application  for  certificate  of  num- 
ber, the  owner  shall  paint  on  or  attach  to  each 
side  of  the  bow  of  the  motorboat  the  identifica- 
tion number  in  such  a  manner  that  the  numbers 
are  clearly  visible. 

The  boat's  numbers  must  be  block  letters,  three 
inches  or  larger,  spaced  as  shown  below : 

LA-999-AA

Lettering  must  contrast  to  hull  color  and  must 


be  painted  or  permanently  attached  to  the  bow. 
It  is  required  that  the  identification  must  be 
maintained  in  legible  condition. 

The  owner  of  any  motorboat  already  covered 
by  a  number  in  full  force  and  effect  which  has 
been  awarded  to  it  pursuant  to  then  operative 
federal  law  or  federally  approved  numbered  sys- 
tem of  another  state  shall  record  the  number 
prior  to  operating  the  motorboat  on  the  waters 
of  Louisiana  in  excess  of  ninety  (90)  consecutive 
days  reciprocity  period  provided  for  in  Section 
Six  of  the  Louisiana  law. 

Note:  The  above  applies  to  private  owners  of 
motorboats.  The  provisions  for  dealers,  for  motor- 
boats  for  hire  or  rent  and  others,  appear  in  the 
full  Louisiana  law,  which  begins  on  the  follow- 
ing page. 


Accidents 


Boating  accidents  involving  loss  of  life  or  miss- 
ing crew  members  must  be  reported  to  the  Lou- 
isiana Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  head- 
quarters in  New  Orleans  within  48  hours  or  the 
owners  of  boats  involved  are  subject  to  fines 
under  the  new  state  motorboat  registration  act. 

In  the  case  of  bodily  injury  when  any  person 
is  injured  as  to  be  incapacitated  for  more  than 
72  hours,  the  accident  must  be  reported  within 
five  days.  Also  any  damage  to  craft  exceeding 
$100  must  be  reported  within  the  aforementioned 
period  or  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  boat 
will  be  subject  to  fine. 

As  required  by  the  new  law,  duplicate  reports 
must  be  sent  to  the  commission's  headquarters 
within  the  aforementioned  periods.  Accident  re- 
port forms  have  been  sent  to  all  commission 
agents  throughout  the  state  and  to  all  sheriff's 
offices.  However,  if  the  boat  owner  does  not 
have  the  commission's  form  he  may  use  the  form 
issued  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  guard,  in  duplicate, 
or  report  in  detail,  and   in  duplicate.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  registration  of  motorboats  and  pro- 
motion   of   safety   for   persons    and   property    as    au- 
thorized   by    the    federal    boating    act    of    1958. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the   Legislature   of  Louisiana: 

Section  1 

Declaration  of  Policy 
It   is   the   policy   of   this   state   to   promote   safety   for 
persons    and    property    in    and    connected    with    the    use, 
operation  and  equipment  of  vessels  and  to  promote  uni- 
formity  of   laws   relating   thereto. 

Section  2 

Definitions 
As   used    in   this    Act,    unless   the    context   clearly    re- 
quires  a    different   meaning: 

(1)  "Vessel"  means  every  description  of  watercraft 
and  air  boats,  other  than  a  seaplane  on  the  water,  used 
or  capable  of  being  used  as  a  means  of  transportation 
on  water. 

(2)  "Motorboat"  means  any  vessel  propelled  by  ma- 
chinery, of  more  than  ten  horsepower  whether  or  not 
such  machinery  is  the  principal  source  of  propulsion, 
but  shall  not  include  a  vessel  which  has  a  valid  marine 
document  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Customs  of  the  United 
States  Government  or  any  Federal  agency  successor 
thereto. 

(3)  "Owner"  means  a  person,  other  than  a  lien  hold- 
er, having  the  property  in  or  title  to  a  motorboat.  The 
term  includes  a  person  entitled  to  the  use  or  possession 
of  a  motorboat  subject  to  an  interest  in  another  person, 
reserved  or  created  by  agreement  and  securing  payment 
or  performance  of  an  obligation,  but  the  term  excludes 
a   lessee   under   a   lease   not   intended   as   security. 

(4)  "Waters  of  this  State"  means  any  waters  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  this  state,  and  the  marginal  sea 
adjacent  to  this  state  and  the  high  seas  when  navigated 
as  a  part  of  a  journey  or  ride  to  or  from  the  shore  of 
this  state. 

(5)  "Person"  means  an  individual,  partnership,  firm, 
corporation,  association  or  other  entity. 

(6)  "Operate"  means  to  navigate  or  otherwise  use  a 
motorboat   or  vessel. 

(7)  "Commission"  means  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Commission. 

(8)  "HP"  means  the  manufacturer's  rated  horsepower. 


Section  3 

Operation  of  Unnumbered  Motorboats  Prohibited 

Every  motorboat  operated  on  the  waters  of  this  state 
shall  be  numbered.  No  person  shall  operate  or  give  per- 
mission for  the  operation  of  any  motorboat  on  such 
waters  unless  the  motorboat  is  numbered  in  accordance 
with  this  Act,  or  in  accordance  with  applicable  federal 
law,  or  in  accordance  with  a  federally  approved  number- 
ing system  of  another  state,  and  unless  (1)  the  certifi- 
cate of  number  awarded  to  such  motorboat  is  in  full 
force  and  effect,  and  (2)  the  identifying  number  set 
forth  in  the  certificate  of  number  is  displayed  on  each 
side  of  the  bow  or  such  motorboat  as  provided  herein. 

Section  4 

Identification  Number 

A.  The  owner  of  each  motorboat  requiring  number- 
ing by  this  state  shall  file  an  application  for  number 
with  the  commission  on  forms  approved  by  it.  The  ap- 
plication shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  the  motorboat 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  application  in  approved  form,  the  com- 
mission shall  enter  the  same  upon  the  records  of  its  of- 
fice and  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate  of  number 
stating  the  number  awarded  to  the  motorboat  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner  with  a  description  of 
the  motorboat.  The  owner  shall  paint  on  or  attach  to 
each  side  of  the  bow  of  the  motorboat  the  identification 
number  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  commission  in  order  that  it  may 
be  clearly  visible.  The  number  on  the  motorboat  shall 
be  maintained  in  legible  condition.  The  certificate  of 
number  shall  be  pocket  size  and  shall  be  available  at  all 
times  for  inspection  on  the  motorboat  for  which  issued, 
whenever  such  motorboat  is  in   operation. 

B.  The  owner  of  any  motorboat  already  covered  by 
a  number  in  full  force  and  effect  which  has  been  award- 
ed to  it  pursuant  to  the  operative  federal  law  or  a  fed- 
erally approved  numbered  system  of  another  state  shall 
record  the  number  prior  to  operating  the  motorboat 
on  the  waters  of  this  state  in  excess  of  the  ninety  con- 
secutive day  reciprocity  period  provided  for  in  Section 
6  (1)  of  this  Act.  Such  recordation  shall  be  in  the  man- 
ner and  pursuant  to  the  procedure  required  for  the 
award  of  a  number  under  Subsection  (A)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, except  that  no  additional  or  substitute  number  shall 
be  issued. 

C.  Should  the  ownership  of  a  motorboat  change,  a 
new  application  form  with  a  one  dollar  fee  shall  be 
filed  with  the  commission  and  a  new  certificate  of  num-

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ber  for  the  remainder  of  the  three  year  period  shall  be 
awarded  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  in  an 
original  award  of  number. 

D.  In  the  event  that  an  agency  of  the  United  States 
Government  shall  have  in  force  an  over-all  system  of 
identification  numbering  for  motorboats  within  the 
United  States,  the  numbering  system  employed  pursuant 
to  this  Act  by  the  commission  shall  be  in  conformity 
therewith. 

E.  All  records  of  the  commission  made  or  kept  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  shall  be  public  records  in  accord- 
ance  with   state   laws. 

F.  Every  certificate  of  number  awarded  pursuant 
to  this  Act  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
a  period  of  three  years  unless  sooner  terminated  or  dis- 
continued in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Certificates  of  number  may  be  renewed  within  sixty 
days  of  the  expiration  date  by  the  owner  in  the  same 
manner  provided  for  in  the  initial  securing-  of  the  same 
for  a  three  year  period  by  marking  the  application  form 
"Renewal."   The  renewal  fee  shall  be  three  dollars. 

G.  The  owner  shall  furnish  the  commission  notice 
of  the  transfer  of  all  or  any  part  of  his  interest  other 
than  the  creation  of  a  security  interest  in  a  motorboat 
numbered  in  this  state  pursuant  to  Subsections  (A) 
and  (B)  of  this  Section  or  of  the  destruction  or  abandon- 
ment of  such  motorboat,  within  fifteen  days  thereof. 
Such  transfer,  destruction,  or  abandonment  shall  termi- 
nate the  certificate  of  number  for  such  motorboat  ex- 
cept, that  in  the  case  of  a  transfer  of  a  part  interest 
which  does  not  affect  the  owner's  right  to  operate  such 
motorboat,  such  transfer  shall  not  terminate  the  certifi- 
cate of  number. 

H.  Any  holder  of  a  certificate  of  number  shall  noti- 
fy  the    commission    within    fifteen    days,    if   his    address 


no  longer  conforms  to  the  address  appearing  on  the 
certificate    and    shall,    as   a    part   of   such    notification, 

furnish  the  commission  will)  his  new  address.  The  com-

I.  If  a  certificate  of  number  is  lost  or  destroyed, 
the  owner  shall,  within  fifteen  days,  notify  commission 
in  writing,  describing  the  circumstances  of  the  I"  or 
destruction  and  certifying  to  its  loss,  together  with  a 
complete  application  form  marked  "Duplicate"  and  ac- 
companied by  a  one  dollar  fee  for  which  a  duplicate 
certificate  shall  be  issued. 

J.  No  number  other  than  the  number  awarded  to  a 
motorboat  or  granted  reciprocity  pursuant  to  this  Act 
shall  be  painted,  attached,  or  otherwise  displayed  on 
either   side   of   the    bow   of   such   motorboat. 

K.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deface  or 
alter  the  certificate  of  number  or  number  assigned  and 
appearing  on  the  bow  of  any  boat. 

Section  5 

Numbering  System 
The  motorboat  identification  number  issued  by  the 
commission  pursuant  to  this  Act  shall  be  divided  into 
parts  which  include  a  symbol  indicating  the  state,  and 
a  combination  of  numerals,  letters  and  words  indicating 
the  individual  identification  of  the  motorboat.  The  group 
of  three  digits  appearing  between  letters  shall  be  sep- 
arated from  those  letters  by  hyphens  or  equivalent 
spaces.

(2)  The  second  part  of  the  motorboat  number  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  four  arabic  numerals  and 
not  more  than  two  capital  letters  as  a  suffix  separated 
by  a  hyphen  or  equivalent  space.  Since  the  letters  "I", 
"0",  and  "Q"  may  be  mistaken  for  numerals,  they 
shall   not  be    used. 

(3)  Motorboats  for  hire  or  rent  shall  have  painted 
or  attached  to  each  side  of  the  bow  the  word  "HIRE" 
in  letters  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  which 
shall  appear  below  the  awarded  number. 

(4)  Motorboats  owned  by  the  State  or  any  of  its

Section  6 

Exemption  from  Numbering  Provisions 
of  this  Act 
A   motorboat   shall    not   be   required   to    be    numbered 
under  this  Act  if  it  is: 

(1)  Already  covered  by  a  number  in  full  force  and 
effect  which  has  been  awarded  to  it  pursuant  to  federal 
law  or  a  federally  approved  numbering  system  of  an- 
other state;  provided,  that  such  boat  shall  not  have 
been  within  this  state  for  a  period  in  excess  of  ninety 
consecutive  days. 

(2)  A  motorboat  from  a  country  other  than  the  United

Section  7 

A.     Boat  Liveries 

(1)  The  owner  of  a  boat  livery  shall  be  entitled  to 
register  motorboats  owned  for  the  purpose  of  renting 
to  other  persons  each  such  boat  as  herein  provided  up- 
on the  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars  per  boat 
for  the  first  three  boats  and  for  those  in  excess  of 
three,  the   owner  shall  pay  three   dollars   per  boat. 

(2)  Neither  the  owner  of  a  boat  livery,  nor  his  agent 
or  employee  shall  permit  any  motorboat  or  any  vessel 
designed  or  permitted  by  him  to  be  operated  as  a  motor- 
boat  to  depart  from  his  premises  unless  it  shall  have 
been  provided,  either  by  owner  or  renter,  with  the 
equipment  required  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  this  Act 
and  any  rules  and  regulations  made  pursuant  thereto. 

B.  Numbering  of  Manufacturer's 
and  Dealer's  Boats 
A  manufacturer  of  or  dealer  in  motorboats  owning 
and/or  operating  any  motorboat  for  sale,  demonstration, 
or  trading  purposes,  but  not  used  in  the  operation  of 
such  business  otherwise  or  for  pleasure  purposes,  in 
lieu  of  registering  such  motorboat(s),  shall  obtain  a 
registration  number  from  the  commission,  by  applying 
therefor  upon  the  proper  official  form  and  the  pay- 
ment of  a  registration  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
a  three  year  period.  Renewals  shall  be  made  in  the  same 


The  manufacturer  or  dealer  may  have  the  number 
awarded  printed  upon  or  attached  *  to  removable  signs 
to  be  temporarily  but  firmly  mounted  upon  or  attached 
to  the  boat(s)  being  demonstrated  or  tested  so  long 
as  the   display  meets  the   requirements. 

The  word  "DEALER"  in  letters  of  not  less  than  one 
and  a  half  (IV2)  inches  shall  appear  below  the  awarded 
number. 

The  number  awarded,  may,  during  the  registration 
period  for  which  issued,  be  transferred  from  one  motor- 
boat  to  another  owned  or  operated  by  the  manufacturer 
or  dealer  who  procured  the  number. 

Section  8 

Classification  and  Required  Equipment 
(a)    Motorboats  and  vessels  subject  to  the  provisions 

of  this  Act  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  as  follows: 
Class  A.   Less  than   sixteen    (16)    feet  in   length. 
Class    1.    Sixteen    (16)    feet    or    over    and    less    than 

twenty-six    (26)    feet   in    length. 
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Class  2.  Twenty-six  (26)  feet  or  over  and  less  than 
forty   (40)    feet  in  length. 

Class  3.  Forty    (40)    feet  or  over. 

(b)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  when  underway  in 
all  weather  from  sunset  to  sunrise  shall  carry  and  ex- 
hibit the  following  lights  and  during  such  time  no  other 
lights  which  may  be  mistaken  for  those  prescribed  shall 
be  exhibited. 

(1)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  of  Class  A  and  1  shall 
carry   the   following   lights: 

First.  A  bright  white  light  aft  to  show  all  around  the 
horizon. 

Second.  A  combined  lantern  in  the  fore  part  of  the 
vessel  and  lower  than  the  white  aft,  showing  green  to 
starboard  and  red  to  port,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the 
light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam 
on  their  respective   sides. 

(2)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  of  Classes  2  and  3 
shall  carry  the  following  lights: 

First.  A  bright  white  light  in  the  fore  part  of  the 
vessel  as  near  the  stem  as  practicable,  so  constructed 
as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon 
of  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw 
the  light  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel;  namely, 
from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either 
side. 

Second.  A  bright  white  light  aft  to  show  all  around 
the   horizon   and   higher   than    the   white    light   forward. 

Third.  On  the  starboard  side  a  green  light  so  con- 
structed as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of 
the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as 
to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft 
the  beam,  on  the  starboard  side.  On  the  port  side  a  red 
light  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  over 
an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so 
fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two 
points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port  side.  The  side 
lights  shall  be  fitted  with  inboard  screens  of  sufficient 
height  so  set  as  to  pi  event  these  lights  from  being  seen 
across  the  bow. 

(3)  Motorboats  and  vessels  of  Classes  A  and  1  when 
propelled  by  sail  alone  shall  carry  the  combined  lanterns, 
but  not  the  white  light  aft,  prescribed  by  this  Section. 
Motorboats  and  vessels  of  Classes  2  and  3,  when  so  pro- 
pelled, shall  carry  the  colored  side  lights,. suitably  screen- 
ed, but  not  the  white  lights,  prescribed  by  this  Section. 
Motorboats  and  vessels  of  all  classes,  when  underway 
shall  carry,  ready  at  hand,  a  lantern  or  flashlight  show- 
ing a  white  light  which  shall  be  exhibited  in  sufficient 
time  to  avert   collision. 

(4)  Every  white  light  prescribed  by  this  Section  shall 
be  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of 
at  least  two  miles.  Every  colored  light  prescribed  by  this 
Section  shall  be  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  one  mile.  The  word  "visible"  in  this 
subsection,  when  applied  to  lights,  shall  mean  visible 
on   a   dark  night  with   clear   atmosphere. 

(5)  When  propelled  by  sail  and  machinery  any  motor- 
boat  shall  carry  the  lights  required  by  this  Section  for 
a   motorboat  propelled   by  machinery   only. 

(c)  Any  vessel  may  carry  and  exhibit  the  lights  re- 
quired by  the  federal  regulations  for  preventing  col- 
lisions at  sea,  1948,  Federal  Act  of  October  11,  1951, 
(33  USC  143-147d)  as  amended,  in  lieu  of  the  lights 
required  by  Subsection    (b)    of  this   Section. 

(d)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  of  Class  1,  2,  or  3, 
shall  be  provided  with  an  efficient  whistle  or  other  sound- 
producing  mechanical  appliance. 

(e)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  of  Class  2  or  3  shall 
be   provided  with   an    efficient   bell. 

(f)  Every  motorboat  or  vessel  shall  carry  at  least 
one  life  preserver,  or  life  belt,  or  ring  buoy,  or  other 
device  of  the  sort  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the 
commission  for  each  person  on  board,  so  placed  as  to 
be  readily  accessible;  provided,  that  every  owner  or 
operator  of  motorboat (s)  carrying  passengers  for  hire 
shall  provide  and  carry  so  placed  as  to  be  readily  ac- 
cessible at  least  one  life  preserver  of  the  sort  prescribed 
by  the  regulations  of  the  commission  for  each  person 
on  board. 

(g)  Every  motorboat  shall  be  provided  with  such 
number,  size,  and  type  of  fire  extinguishers,  capable 
of  promptly  and  effectually  extinguishing  burning  gaso- 
line,   as   may   be    prescribed    by   the    regulations    of   the 

1,    such    fire    extinguishers    shall    be    kept    in 
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condition  at  all  times  for  immediate  and  effective  use 
and  shall  be  so   placed  as  to  be   readily  accessible. 

(h)  Every  motorboat  shall  have  the  carburetor  or 
carburetors  of  every  engine  therein  (except  outboard 
motors)  using  gasoline  as  fuel,  equipped  with  such  ef- 
ficient flame  arrestor,  backfire  trap,  or  other  similar 
device  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the 
commission. 

(i)  Every  such  motorboat  and  every  such  vessel,  ex- 
cept open  boats,  using  as  fuel  any  liquid  of  a  volatile 
nature,  shall  be  provided  with  such  means  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  commission  for 
properly  and  efficiently  ventilating  the  bilges  of  the 
engine  and  fuel  tank  compartments  so  as  to  remove 
any  explosive  or  inflammable  gases. 

(j)  The  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  modifying  the  equipment  require- 
ments contained  in  this  Section  to  the  extent  necessary 
to  keep  these  requirements  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Federal  Navigation  Laws  or  with  the 
navigation  rules  promulgated  by  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard. 

(k)  No  person  shall  operate  or  give  permission  for 
the  operation  of  a  vessel  which  is  not  equipped  as  re- 
quired   by    this    Section    or   modification    thereof. 

(1)  Such  additional  equipment,  designed  to  promote 
the  safety  of  navigation  and  of  person,  shall  be  required 
as  the  commission  may  find  to  be  appropriate  and  for 
which  it  has  provided  in  its  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  9 

Prohibited  Operation 

(a)  No  person  shall  operate  any  motorboat  or  vessel, 
or  manipulate  any  water  skis,  surfboard,  or  similar 
device  in  a  reckless  or  negligent  manner  so  as  to  en- 
danger the  life   or  property  of  any  persons. 

(b)  No  person  shall  operate  any  motorboat  or  vessel 
or  manipulate  any  water  skis,  surfboard,  or  similar  de- 
vice while  intoxicated  or  under  the  influence  of  any 
narcotic  drug,  barbiturate  or  marijuana. 

Section  10 

Collisions,  Accidents  and  Casualties 

(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  operator  of  a  vessel 
involved  in  a  collision,  accident,  or  other  casualty,  so 
far  as  he  can  do  without  serious  danger  to  his  own 
vessel,  crew  and  passengers  (if  any),  to  render  to  other 
persons  affected  by  the  collision,  accident,  or  other 
casualty  such  assistance  as  may  be  practicable  and  as 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  save  them  from  or  mini- 
mize any  danger  caused  by  the  collision,  accident,  or 
other  casualty,  and  also  to  give  his  name,  address,  and 
identification  of  his  vessel  in  writing  to  any  person  in- 
jured and  to  the  owner  of  any  property  damaged  in 
the   collision,   accident,   or   other   casualty. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  collision,  accident,  or  other  casual- 
ty involving  a  vessel,  the  operator  thereof,  if  the  col- 
lision, accident  or  other  casualty  results  in  death  or 
injury  to  a  person  or  damage  to  property  in  excess  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  shall  file  with  the  commission  a 
full  description  of  the  collision,  accident,  or  other  cas- 
ualty, including  such  information  as  said  agency  may, 
by  regulations,   require. 

Section  11 

Transmittal  of  Information 
In  accordance  with  any  request  duly  made  by  an  au- 
thorized official  or  agency  of  the  United  States,  any 
information  compiled  or  otherwise  available  to  the  com- 
mission pursuant  to  Section  10  (b)  shall  be  transmitted 
to    said    official    or    agency    of    the    United    States. 

Section  12 

Local  Regulations  Prohibited 
Through  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  state  fully  re- 
serves to  itself  through  the  commission  the  exclusive 
right  to  regulate  the  operation  and  establish  the  mini- 
mum equipment  requirements  of  vessels  and  motorboats. 
All  other  political  subdivisions  of  this  state  are  express- 
ly prohibited  from  regulating  watercraft  in  any  re- 
spect, including  but  not  limited  to,  their  operation, 
minimum  equipment  requirements,  registration  (with  or 
without  a  fee)    or  inspection. 


Section   13 

Filing  of  Regulations 
A  copy  of  the  regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
Act,  and  of  any  amendments  thereto,  shall  he  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  commission.  Rules  anil  regulations 
shall  be  published  by  the  commission  in  a  convenient 
form  and  become  effective  twenty  days  after  adoption. 

Section   14 

Enforcement 

It  shall  be  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  every  wild- 
life agent  and  peace  officer  of  this  state  and  its  sub- 
divisions to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and,  in 
the  exercise  thereof,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  stop  and  board  any  vessel  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
dressing inquiries  to  those  on  board,  requiring  appropri- 
priate  proof  of  identification  therefrom,  examining  the 
certificate  of  numbers  issued  under  this  Act,  or  in  the 
absence  of  such  certificate  require  appropriate  proof 
of  identification  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  vessel, 
and,  in  addition,  examine  such  vessel  for  compliance 
with  this  Act.  Officers  so  boarding  any  vessel  shall  first 
identify  themselves,  and  such  officer  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties  shall  be  without  liability  for  trespass. 

Section  15 

Penalties 

(a)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  Sec- 
tions 3,  4,  8  and  10  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  ex- 
ceed   twenty-five    dollars    for    each    such    violation. 

(b)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  such  violation. 

(c)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  Sec- 
tion 9  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  not  to  exceed  six  months, 
or  both  for  each  violation.  Any  person  who,  by  the 
operation  of  any  vessel  as  provided  in  Section  9  of  this 
Act,  shall  cause  the  death  of  another  shall  be  guilty 
of  the  crime  of  negligent  homicide,  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment of  not  more  than  one  year  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Section  16 

(a)  Funds  accruing  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  from 
registration  fees  paid  by  owners  of  motorboats  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Conservation  Fund  of  the  Louisiana 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  for  the  purpose 
of  administering  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  or  for  such  other  purposes  as  may  be  determined 
by  said  commission. 

(b)  The  revenues  derived  from  the  registration  fees 
shall  be  made  available  immediately  upon  the  date  this 
Act  becomes  effective  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the 
necessary  additional  funds  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  for  such 
other  purposes  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Louisiana 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year 
1960-1961. 


Section  17 


Severability  Clause 


If  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstance  is  held  invalid,  such  in- 
validity shall  not  affect  other  provisions  or  applications 
of  this  Act  which  can  be  given  effect  without  the  in- 
valid provision  or  application,  and  to  this  end  the  pro- 
visions  of   this    Act   are    declared    to    be    severable. 

Section  18 

The  necessity  for  the  immediate  passage  of  this  Act 
having  been  certified  by  the  Governor  to  the  Legisla- 
ture while  in  session,  in  accordance  with  Section  'J7  of 
Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  Louisiana,  this  Act 
shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  approval  by 
the   Governor.

News  From  Pass-A-Loutre 

In  the  Pass-A-Loutre  game  manage- 
ment area  more  than  one  hundred 
earthen  dams  have  been  constructed 
by  the  commission  to  increase  water- 
fowl attraction  in  the  marshes.  The 
interiors  of  nine  public  camps  and  the 
main  camp  were  remodeled  and  addi 
tional  facilities  installed. 

A  total  of  1,709  duck  hunters  have 
participated  in  the  public  hunting  pro- 
gram during  the  past  two  years. 

Research  studies  have  been  con- 
ducted by  the  commission's  biologists 
with  emphasis  on  the  kill  of  water- 
fowl. The  results  will  be  used  in  veri- 
fying the  questionnaire-type  kill  sur- 
veys conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service. 
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These  four  waterfowlers  appear  content  with  the  offering  at  the  Pass-a-Loutre  public  shooting  grounds. 

Pass-A-Loutre  Regulations  Set 


The  Pass-a-Loutre  Waterfowl  Management 
area  of  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries commission  will  be  open  again  this 
season  for  public  hunting  with  nine  hunts  of 
two  days  each  scheduled,  director  L.  D.  Young, 
Jr.,  has  announced. 

The  66,000  tract  of  marshland,  located  between 
South  Pass  and  Pass-a-Loutre,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi  River  in  Plaquemines  parish  is 
one  of  the  largest  hunting  areas  in  the  country 
and  features  hundreds  of  ponds  for  waterfowl, 
tons  of  waterfowl  feed  and  abundant  roseau  cane 
for  the  construction  of  duck  blinds. 

The  area  is  literally  the  end  of  the  funnel 
formed  by  the  Mississippi  Flyway  where  thou- 
sands of  ducks  end  their  southward  migrations 
and  settle  down  to  feed  on  the  lush  grasses  of 
the  delta  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi.  This 
vast  marshland  was  originally  formed,  and  is  still 
forming,  by  deposits  of  silt  from  the  river  as  it 
swells  out  of  its  banks  each  spring.  Thus  huge 
mud  flats  are  formed  and  on  these  and  in  the 
ponds  which  they  surround,  the  ducks,  coots,  and 
geese  find  the  food  plants  growing  in  abundance. 

Most  common  species  of  waterfowl  to  be  found 
at  Pass-a-Loutre  during  the  hunting  season  are 
gadwalls,  baldpate,  coots,  mallards,  pintails,  green 
winged  teal,  scaup  and  shovelers.  Occasionally 
blue  and  snow  geese  are  found  along  the  sea  rim. 
Due  to  the  small  number  of  geese  present  it  will 


not  be  possible  to  open  the  area  for  goose  hunt- 
ing until  the  duck  season  opens. 

In  the  six  years  the  public  shooting  program 
has  been  in  operation  a  total  of  5,119  permits 
have  been  issued.  A  total  of  648  permits  were 
issued  last  season  and  there  was  a  drop  in  these 
due  to  the  40-day  season.  This  group  of  hunters, 
however,  killed  1,820  ducks  and  this  meant  a  1.59 
ducks  per  hunter  effort  which  was  well  above 
the  overall  state  average. 

All  nine  of  the  hunting  camps  will  be  available 
to  hunters  and  have  been  put  in  first  class  condi- 
tion for  the  season.  Bathroom  facilities  have  been 
installed  in  all  of  the  camps  which  accommodate 
eight  hunters  each. 

In  general  the  hunts  will  be  conducted  in  the 
same  fashion  at  last  season.  Hunts  will  be  held 
again  this  year  on  Tuesday-Wednesday,  and  Sat- 
urday-Sunday with  a  rest  period  between  hunts 
so  that  the  ducks  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
return  to  the  hunting  areas  and  resume  their 
normal  activities.  This  procedure  has  greatly  ben- 
efited the  hunters  in  the  past. 

Retrievers  will  be  permitted  again  this  year  as 
part  of  the  waterfowl  management  program.  A 
total  of  54  dogs  have  been  used  during  the  past 
two  seasons. 

Those  who  wish  to  hunt  at  Pass-a-Loutre  must 
first  submit  an  application  in  accordance  with 
the  procedures  outlined. 
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"Every  possible  facility  will  be  provided  for  the  benefit  of  Louisiana  hunters 
who  cannot  afford  membership  in  the  exclusive  and  expensive  private  clubs 

nearby.  —  Hy  S.  Watson   in   Field  and  Stream,   November   1921    edition. 


The  applications  will  be  numbered  upon  arrival 
at  the  office  and  on  designated  days  each  week 
a  selection  of  the  hunters  will  be  made  by  draw- 
ing names.  As  in  the  past  a  representative  of  the 
Louisiana  Wildlife  Federation  will  be  requested 
to  assist  in  this  drawing.  Each  group  of  selected 
hunters  will  be  picked  up  by  Wild  Life  &  Fish- 
eries Commission  boats  at  Venice  on  the  day 
prior  to  their  hunting  date  and  will  be  returned 
to  Venice  when  the  hunt  is  over.  All  hunters 
must  provide  their  own  transportation  to  Venice, 
food,  bed  linens,  and  hunting  gear.  Eight  men 
will  be  assigned  to  each  camp,  ponds  in  which 
they  are  to  hunt  will  be  designated,  duck  boats 
and  decoys  will  be  provided,  as  well  as  all  cook- 
ing utensils. 

One  of  the  nine  camps,  which  is  composed  of 
four  bedrooms,  will  be  reserved  for  married  hunt- 
ing couples.  Both  man  and  wife  must  sign  appli- 
cation forms.

The  rules  governing  the  public  shooting  ground 
program  are  as  follows:

by    residents    will    be    made    available    to    non- 
resident hunters  for  the  standard  set  fee. 

2.  After  the  drawing  and  up  to  one  week 
prior  to  the  hunt,  any  spaces  unfilled  may  be 
had  by  applying  in  person  at  the  New  Orleans 
office. 

3.  Transportation  from  Venice  to  the  hunt- 
ing grounds  and  return  will  be  furnished. 

4.  Bed,  cooking  utensils,  stove,  fuel,  drinking 
water,  and  lights  will  be  furnished ;  but  no  linens, 
fishing  equipment,  guns,  shells,  or  food — bring 
your  own. 

5.  One  duck  boat,  paddles,  pushpoles  and  de- 
coys will  be  furnished  for  every  two  hunters. 

6.  Camps  will  be  assigned  by  the  supervisor 
in  charge. 

7.  Duck,  goose  and  coot  shooting  only  will  be 
permitted.  Waterfowl  retrievers  only  are  permit- 
ted on  the  hunt. 

8.  All  hunting  or  shooting  on  the  Pass-a- 
Loutre  area  is  limited  to  morning  hours  and  must 
stop  by  12:00  o'clock  noon.  Violation  of  this  pro- 
vision will  result  in  the  immediate  expulsion  from 
the  area  and  denial  of  the  privilege  of  returning 
to  the  area  in  the  future. 

9.  Applicants  may  apply  for  hunts  through- 
out the  season,  but  not  more  than  one  application 
each  week. 

10.  A  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  each  hunter 
selected  for  the  trip.  The  full  amount  must  ac- 
company each  application.  Reimbursement  of  the 
full  fee  will  be  made  if  the  hunter  is  not  selected. 

11.  All  hunters  will  be  required  to  sign  an 
agreement  releasing  the  Commission  from  re- 
sponsibility for  any  bodily  harm  or  personal  loss 
and  agreeing  to  pay  for  any  Commission  property 
lost  or  destroyed. 

12.  Permits  may  be  transferred  from  one  per-

13.  Hunting  is  restricted  to  men  16  years  or 
older;  if  any  boy  is  under  18  years  of  age,  he 
must  be  accompanied  by  his  parents  or  guardian. 

14.  No  alcoholic  beverages  will  be  allowed  on 
the  boats  or  at  the  camps. 

15.  Valid  Louisiana  hunting  license  or  over- 
age permit  and  waterfowl  stamp  will  be  required. 

16.  No  boats,  motors,  or  rifles  are  permitted 
on  the  area. 

17.  Simple  camp  rules  must  be  observed.

2.  You  may  apply  in  a  group  not  to  exceed 
eight  (8)  persons,  naming  each  person  in  the 
application.  Full  remittance  of  fee  at  $5.00  per 
hunter  must  accompany  the  application  (Send 
personal  check  or  money  order — no  cash).  Reim- 
bursement in  full  will  be  made  within  three  days 
after  the  drawing  if  the  hunter  or  group  is  not 
selected. 

3.  Submit  only  one  application  per  week;  if 
the  name  of  any  person  is  received  in  more  than 
one  application  for  the  same  week,  it  will  be  dis- 
qualified. 

4.  Applications  for  the  hunts  must  be  made 
in  advance  THROUGH  THE  MAILS  and  post- 
marked during  the  application  dates  according  to 
the  schedule  in  order  to  be  considered  for  the 
drawing. 

5.  Specify  the  dates  desired,  and  indicate 
whether  or  not  the  other  hunt  during  the  week 
of  your  request  will  be  acceptable  if  your  pre- 
ferred dates  are  filled.

REDFISH  AND  BLIND  BAY  AREA 
Free  Permit  Hunting 

In  addition  to  the  section  of  Pass-a-Loutre  re- 
served for  the  public  camps,  one-third  of  the  66,- 
000  acre  area  will  be  open  again  this  year  to 
those  who  wish  to  make  a  hunt  using  their  per- 
sonal equipment  and  facilities.  A  total  of  854 
free  four-day  permits  were  issued  to  229  hunters 
to  hunt  in  the  Redfish  and  Blind  Bay  section  of 
Pass-a-Loutre  last  season.  Permission  to  hunt  in 
this  area  must  be  obtained  from  the  Refuge  Di- 
vision of  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life  &  Fisheries 
Commission,  and  all  hunters  must  provide  their 
own  transportation  as  well  as  other  hunting  es- 
sentials. Give  the  name  and  address  of  each  hunt- 
er, and  specify  the  desired  dates.  Permits  will  be 
issued  for  four-day  periods  and  may  include  an 
unlimited  number  of  such  periods.  This  area's 
boundaries  are: 

Northern  boundary,  Pass-a-Loutre;  western 
boundary,  Jackson  Bayou  from  Pass-a-Loutre  to 
Blind  Bay,  then  along  the  western  shoreline  of 
Blind  Bay,  across  the  Southeast  Pass  to  and  in- 
cluding the  western  shoreline  of  Redfish  Bay.  All 
areas  south  and  east  of  the  boundary  line  in- 
cluding Blind  Bay,  Northeast  Pass,  Southeast 
Pass,  Redfish  Bay,  numerous  small  bayous, 
ponds,  lagoons,  and  the  coastal  mud  flats  consti- 
tute the  portion  open  to  the  general  public. 

All  parts  of  the  Pass-a-Loutre  public  shooting 
grounds  west  of  the  above  established  boundary 
line  are  restricted  entirely  for  the  controlled 
hunting  program. 

Regulations  for  the  use  of  this  area  have  been 
held  to  a  minimum  in  the  interest  of  facilitating 
its  use.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  Hunting  must  stop  at  noon  of  each  day. 
This  measure  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  hunters 
using  the  entire  area  and  it  allows  afternoon  and 
night  feeding  and  resting  by  waterfowl  in  the 
entire  Pass-a-Loutre  area. 

2.  Daily  bag  and  possession  limits  must  be  ob- 
served. 

3.  Hunting  will  be  permitted  in  this  area 
seven  days  a  week  during  the  entire  duck  season. 

4.  Duck,  goose  and  coot  shooting  only  is  per- 
mitted. Waterfowl  retrievers  may  be  used. 

5.  No  rifles  are  permitted  on  the  area. 

6.  Hunting  must  be  confined  to  the  designated 
open  area  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  the  estab- 
lished controlled  hunting  program. 

7.  Permits  for  the  use  of  this  designated  area 
will  be  issued  by  the  Refuge  Division  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Wild  Life  &  Fisheries  Commission,  400 
Royal  Street,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  no 
hunting  will  be  permitted  without  the  required 
permit  which  will  be  issued  free  on  application. 

8.  Violation  of  these  regulations  will  result  in 
the  immediate  expulsion  from  the  area  and  denial 
of  the  privilege  of  returning  to  the  area  in  the

Deer  Season  Begins  on  Nov.  24 


Deer  hunters  in  Louisiana  will  have  from 
seven  to  48  days  hunting  depending  on  the 
area  in  which  they  hunt. 
The  deer  season  will  open  throughout  the  state 
on  November  24  and  run  for  varied  periods  of 
time  depending  on  the  individual  area.  A  split 
season  was  approved  for  areas  17  and  19.  Area 
17  comprises  portions  of  St.  Tammany  and 
Washington  parishes,  while  all  or  portions  of 
St.  Landry,  Avoyelles,  West  Feliciana,  Concordia, 
LaSalle,  Catahoula,  Tensas,  Madison,  Franklin, 
Richland,  East  Carroll,  West  Carroll,  Morehouse, 
Ouachita  and  Union  parishes  make  up  area  19. 
Area  17  was  given  a  15  day  split  season,  No- 
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vember  24  through  November  30  and  December 
26  through  January  2,  while  area  19  was  award- 
ed a  32-day  split  season,  beginning  November  24 
and  ending  December  17.  with  the  second  season 
on  December  26  and  running  through  January  2.

Oct.  21-23,  Oct.  28-30,  Nov.  4-6,  Nov.  11-13,  and 
Nov.  18-20.  Archery  permits  to  be  issued  upon 
request  only  from  the  District  Offices  in  Monroe, 
Minden,  Alexandria  or  DeRidder.  A  permit  will 
be  valid  on  any  of  the  above  designated  game 
management  areas  during  open  periods.  Arrows 
used  for  hunting  deer  shall  have  well  sharpened 
metal  broadhead  blades  not  less  than  7/8  inch 
and  not  more  than  li/o  inch  in  width.  The  fol- 
lowing shall  be  unlawful :  To  have  strung  bows 
in  any  vehicle.  To  have  in  possession  any  gun 
while  hunting  with  bow  and  arrow  during  the 


special  bow  and  arrow  deer 

To  have  in  possession,  or  under  control  while 
hunting,  any  poisoned  arrows,  arrows  with  ex- 
plosive tips,  or  any  bow  drawn,  held  or  released 
by  mechanical  means. 

To  hunt  deer  with  a  bow  having  a  pull  less 
than  30  pounds. 


Stain  Shrimp  In 
Migration  Study 

THE  LOUISIANA  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Com- 
mission, Oysters,  Water  Bottoms  and  Sea- 
food Division,  has  recently  initiated  a 
shrimp  marking  program.  This  program  is  part 
of  a  cooperative  effort  of  the  Gulf  States  Ma- 
rine Fisheries  Commission  and  the  U.  S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  to  determine  patterns  of 
movement  of  certain  species  of  shrimp  from  the 
nursery  ground,  located  in  the  estuarine  areas 
along  the  gulf  coast,  to  the  offshore  fishery 
where  these  shrimp  are  captured  by  the  com- 
mercial shrimpers,  according  to  Commission  Di- 
rector L.  D.  Young,  Jr. 

During  the  second  week  of  June,  1960,  work- 
ers of  the  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
Commission  caught  and  marked  with  a  biologi- 
cal stain,  12,000  juvenile  Brown  shrimp,  Pe- 
naeus  aztecus.  These  shrimp  were  taken,  marked 
and  released  in  the  western  portion  of  Missis- 
sippi Sound. 

This  program  will  contain  two  additional 
areas  where  juvenile  shrimp  will  be  stained  and 
released.  These  areas  are  the  Barataria  Bay 
Estuarine  Composite  and  the  Vermilion  Bay 
Estuarine  Complex. 

Here  again,  over  10,000  Brown  shrimp  will 
be  marked  and  released,  at  each  site,  with  hope 
turned  toward  a  good  percent  recovery. 

A  reward  will  be  offered  for  each  marked 
shrimp  returned.  By  establishing  this  reward  it 
is  hoped  that  more  cooperation  and  interest  will 
be  stimulated  among  the  shrimpers,  dealers,  and 
processors.  "A  surveillance  and  coverage  of  the 
shrimp  fishery  along  with  organized  advertis- 
ing of  the  staining  program  will  insure  a  higher 
recovery  of  marked  shrimp.  The  returns  should 
be  of  sufficient  quantity  to  yield  valid  data 
which  will  be  utilized  in  formulating  manage- 
ment plans  to  protect,  promote  and  prolong  one 
of  our  most  valuable  marine  resources",  James  N. 
McConnell,  Chief,  Oysters,  Water  Bottoms  and 
Seafood  Division,  said. 

Fifty  cents  reward  will  be  paid  for  each  of 
the  shrimp,  which  are  stained  with  a  fast  green 
or  tripan  stain  or  biological  dye.  The  chemical  is 
harmless  to  humans.  Representatives  to  con- 
tact for  the  rewards  are  Fred  Grace,  P.  O.  Box 
173,  Biloxi,  Mississippi  or  the  Louisiana  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Commission,  400  Royal  Street, 
New  Orleans.  Two  more  similar  releases  of 
stained  shrimp  will  follow  in  the  near  future, 
McConnell  said.  *

THE  eastern  mourning  dove  is  a  common 
permanent  resident  throughout  Louisiana. 
This  gentle  bird,  often  called  the  "turtle 
dove",  is  the  only  member  of  the  pigeon  family, 
with  the  exception  of  the  domestic  pigeon,  that 
is  a  common  resident  of  our  state. 

In  the  male  of  this  species  the  crown  and 
upper  parts  of  the  body  are  bluish,  mostly 
washed  with  light  olive  brown,  the  rest  of  the 
head  and  under  parts  being  cinnamon  buff, 
tinged  with  purple  on  the  breast.  The  female  is 
smaller,  and  has  the  under  parts  brown  like  the 
back,  but  paler. 

This  bird  is  frequently  found  breeding  in  gar- 
dens and  shrubberies  near  dwelling  houses, 
feeding  in  the  barnyard  among  domestic  fowls. 
It  is  usually  found  in  small  parties  from  six  to  a 
dozen  or  more.  However,  in  autumn,  previous  to 
its  migration,  it  may  be  seen  in  flocks  of  sev- 
eral hundred.  It  is  fond  of  alighting  on  the 
roads,  where  it  may  be  seen  searching  for  suit- 
able gravel  or  food,  or  taking  a  dust  bath. 

For  the  most  part  the  mourning  dove  lives  in 
more  or  less  open  country  and  apparently  does 
not  take  to  the  deep  woods.  This  may  be  perhaps 
because  its  food  consists  mainly  of  seeds.  The 
principal  part  of  its  time  is  spent  on  the  ground 
and  when  flushed  flies  off  in  a  straight  line  like 
a  quail.  In  flight  it  is  swift  and  strong,  with  pow- 
erful wing  beats,  and  at  times  reminds  one  of  a 
small  hawk.  It  is  often  seen  in  trees  and  bushes 
but  comes  down  to  the  ground  for  feeding  pur- 
poses. Its  voice  is  a  plaintive  one,  something  like 
"coo-ah,  coo,  coo." 

Although  the  food  of  this  bird  is  nearly  en- 
tirely vegetable,  it  does  practically  no  damage  to 
domestic  crops.  It  feeds,  it  is  true,  to  a  consider- 
able extent  on  waste  grain  in  fields  of  buck- 
wheat, rye,  wheat  and  corn,  but  consumes  also 
large  quantities  of  weed  seeds,  in  fact,  the  num- 
ber of  small  seeds  that  this  bird  consumes  is 
almost  unbelievable.  In  a  single  stomach  almost 
one  thousand  seeds  of  weeds  have  been  found. 

The  mating  antics  of  this  bird  are  interesting. 
In  seeking  to  attract  a  mate  the  bird  will  some- 
times fly  high  up  into  the  air  and  return,  glid- 
ing about  until  near  the  ground  and  return  to  a 
point  close  to  the  place  where  it  started.  At 
times,   the   male  strikes   its   feet,   one   after   an-

other,  on  the  perch,  puffs  out  its  feathers,  and 
otherwise  performs  antics  to  attract  the  female 
it  wishes  to  influence.  Once  mated,  the  birds  re- 
main together,  at  least  for  one  season,  even 
though  more  than  one  brood  is  reared.  The  pair 
are  very  affectionate,  the  male  not  only  assists  in 
the  incubation  and  the  care  of  the  young,  but 
he  even  gathers  material  for  the  nest. 

This  dove,  which  is  an  inhabitant  of  all  of  our 
48  states,  builds  its  nest  in  virtually  any  suit- 
able part  of  the  countryside,  usually  in  low  trees 
or  bushes,  and  in  practically  every  conceivable 
place,  even  on  the  ground,  or  in  a  cavity  of  a 
tree.  For  the  most  part  the  nests  are,  as  a  rule, 
built  about  twenty  feet  from  the  ground,  but 
some  are  known  to  have  been  made  as  high  as 
fifty  feet.  The  dove  deposits  its  two  white  eggs 
in  its  loosely  constructed  nest  made  of  weed 
stalks,  straws,  and  grasses.  It  is  also  sometimes 
made  of  leaves  and  mosses.  On  occasions  the 
doves  will  take  over  the  nests  of  such  birds  as 
robins  and  mocking  birds  and  use  them  for  a 
foundation  for  their  own  nest.  The  eggs  are  usu- 
ally two  in  number,  however  four  have  been 
found  on  occasion.  This  could  be  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  two  extra  eggs  may  have  been  de- 
posited by  some  other  female  dove.  The  eggs 
hatch  in  about  13  days  and  the  young  are  en- 
tirely helpless  and  must  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
parent  birds  until  they  leave  the  nest.  During 
their  early  life  the  young  are  nourished  by  food 
from  the  crop  of  the  parent.  This  milk-like  sub- 
stance, which  is  produced  in  the  walls  of  the 
crop  and  fed  into  the  throats  of  the  young  has 
given  it  the  name  of  "pigeon's  milk."  Two  or 
more  broods  are  usually  produced  each  season, 
and  in  the  South  the  breeding  season  continues 
until  September  or  even  October.  +

Ever  so  often,  something  happens  while  on  an 
outdoor  jaunt  that  remains  as  an  unforgettable 
memory.  It  may  be  unusual  or  different — or  it 
may  be,  as  in  this  case,  something  that  tickles  the 
funnybone. 

Although  I'm  now  a  bona  fide  city  'slicker', 
I  was  reared  on  a  plantation  in  central  Louisiana. 
A  constant  companion  and  teacher  as  far  as  wild- 
life lore  is  concerned  was  a  colored  man,  Son 
Johnson,  who  my  father  had  practically  raised. 
Son  had  been  on  the  farm  for 
some  30  years  or  more  and 
was,  and  is,  a  fixture.  He  is 
still  one  of  the  best  hunters 
and  fishermen  that  I  have 
ever  seen  and  has  an  amazing 
storehouse  of  knowledge  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  out-of- 
doors. 

On  this  particular  day,  Son 
and  I  had  roamed  deep  into 
the  muds  of  Bay  Denny  be- 
tween the  Alabama  bayous  in 
the  Atchafalaya  Spillway,  in 
quest  of  the  greenheads  that 
frequented  this  area.  Picking  up  the  faint  chuckle 
of  feeding  birds,  we  sloshed  our  way  over  to 
investigate. 

It  was  obvious  from  the  feeding  sounds  that 
there  were  more  than  just  a  few  ducks  on  the 
water  in  this  spot  and  it  was  also  obvious  that 
I,  with  a  retriever  who  wouldn't  leave  my  side, 
would  have  little  chance  of  'creeping'  upon  the 
ducks.   So  Son  made  the  stalk  in  a  wide  circle

in  the  attempt  to  get  a  shot  and  perhaps  scare 
a  few  of  the  birds  over  me  when  they  took  to 
the  air. 

Quite  some  time  later  I  heard  him  make  one, 
and  only  one,  shot  and  I  saw  the  hundreds  of 
ducks  that  took  to  the  air  after  the  explosion. 
No,  not  over  me.  I  didn't  get  to  fire  a  shot.  So 
I  fought  through  the  mud  to  join  Son. 

I  discovered  a  long-faced,  sheepish  looking, 
darky  leaning  against  a  tree  holding  a  pair  of 
plump  mallards. 

"What  happened,  Son?  Why  didn't  you  bust 
more  than  one  cap  into  that  bunch  of  ducks?" 

"Mistuh  Hully,  I'll  tell  you.  I  just  ain't  got  no 
use  for  no  wood  duck,  a'tall.  Ever  time  I  mess 
with  them  top-notted  things  I  gets  messed  up 
somethin  terrible." 

I  kept  quiet.  I  knew  Son  well  enough  to  know 
that  his  story  would  not  only  be  original  but 
would,  no  doubt,  be  a  bit  fantastic. 

"I  was  a  creeping  on  them  mallacks  (I've  never 
known  him  to  pronounce  the  word  mallard  cor- 
rectly) and  was  just  about  to  turn  loose  on  'em 
when  that  ole  wood  duck  swum  out  from  aroun' 
that  'simmon  tree.  He  sho  done  messed  things 
up." 

"Mr.  Hully,  that  wood  duck  done  took  one  look 
at  me,  jumped  straight  up  in  the  air  hollering 
"Niggah!',  'Niggah!',  'Niggah!'  and  ever'one  <>t" 
them  mallacks  just  naturally  took  off  the  other 
way."
